Statistics Are Given by the 
Chamber of Commerce. 


[Chieago Tribune Press Service.} 
Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Spe 
cial.)—The striking economic progress 
made in the United States throygh the 
checking and control af disease and 
the tmprovement of sanitary condt- 
tions is emphasized by the Chamber. of 
Commerce of the United States in a 
bulletin on health and community pros- 
perity, issued today. The chamber 
estimated that $2,000,000,000 is the an- 
nual saving made through the reduc- 
tion of the tuberculosis rate since 1900, 
The bulletin calls attention to the. 
great esonomic loss caused by npre- 
mature death and illness and estimates 
that the annual economic loss to the 
because of illness, $2,000,- 


Premature death causes an annual 
loss of $6,000,000,000, it was asserted. 
The biggest economic gains, it was said, 
have been made through the more 
effective control of widely prevalent 


idiseases, such as tuberculosis, diph- 


theria, typhoid, influenza, pneumonia, 
and conditions causing the death of 
infants. 

“The ability of a man to work,” 
says the insurance department of the 
national chamber, “depends in large 
measure upon his health. Whatever 
reduces his earning capacity reduces 
the assets of the community. Any de- 
crease in earning power is reflected in 
reduced purchasing power with the 
result that every case of illness or pre- 
mature death has an effecé upon the 
community,
